Dear Michael: /’ 
Thank you for the reprint of your recent SHPS article on particle physics. 
It is a very nice piece, In my Synthese article I have included some more ref- 


erences to that work, especially your section 4 on surplus structure, reformulation 
and stretching of theories, 


I would also like to take this opportunity to make a preliminary inquiry about 
your interest in the following suggestion, I have been discussing with Ernan 
McMullin of our philosophy department the possibility of inviting you to Notre Dame 
for a short visit in the fall, If we split the transportation costs between the 
colloquium budgets ofthe physics and of the philosophy departments, it may be mar- 
ginally feasible. You would be more than welcome as a guest at my home during 
your stay here, If you would be willing to stay for a week or so, you might give a 
general colloquium and a theoretical seminar in the physics department (perhaps 
on the sum rule or the measurement process) and a couple of talks in the philosophy 
department. Ernan and I would very much like to have you speak on your work here. 


Of course, the biggest obstacle is travel cost, It turns out that TWA has a 
London-Chicago-London APEX fare of £ 285 (about $639. 00) durmg the month of 
November. (That's the lowest fare, considerably less than the peak season one of 
about £ 385.) Reservations (for both the outward and return flights) must be booked 
in advance and cannot be changed without a (considerable) penalty fee. A ticket 
purchased now is guaranteed against future fare increases (as long as no date changes 
are made subsequent to purchase). There is a required minimum stay of seven 
days and the return flight must be made within six months of arrival here. 
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So, the upshot of all this is the following. If you are interested (and 
your schedule permits) in coming to Notre Dame during the first or second week 
of November 1981, please let me know and I shall attempt to finalize plans. (It 
is still possible that we may run into a financial snag, but Iam optimistic. Ican 
soon settle things one way or the other.) Once you have finished here at Notre 
Dame, you would certainly be free to visit other institutions in the USA before 
returning to London via Chicago. However, both the arrival and departure dates 
on TWA would have to be definite at the time we purchase your APEX ticket. 
(Incidentally, once you have made the first half of your trip, there is no way you 
can change your return date without paying full fare, as I found out to my chagrin 
in London last year. Such a change effectively doubles your air fare. ) Also, 
neither the physics nor philosophy departments pay honoraria to speakers, We 
can offer you only travel expenses,
